One for West 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.—In a 
time when the fast moving drama 
of history is filled with cynicism, 
self-serving, hy- 
-pocrisy and inde- 
ciston, France’s 
majestic Charles 
de Gaulle thrilled 
the world with 
a magnificent 
show of courage, 
decision and 
steel |i k e integ- 
rity. His spirit 
'~ was like a good, 
‘a «clean wind blow- 
ing through the world. For a 
brief time, at least, honor and 
gallantry of the mind and soul 
were a great shining example 
toward which mankind could look. 


Here by the East River, where 
‘representatives of 99 nations 
watch, weigh and evaluate every 
piece of international news, the 
feeling is that what the austere 
and noble old man has done in 
France amounts to a Western vic- 
tory. or perhaps one should say 
it offers the opportunity for West- 
ern advance. 

Africa has had an example of 
forthright Western action. The 
Moslems cannot any longer doubt 
De Gaulle or his government. 
What was done was a De Gaulle 
achievement. Communism had no 
part or influence in it. The 
African nations moving toward in- 
dependence can now believe in 
Western promises and plans. 


Frustration 


The frustration of the French 
army leadership in Algeria was 
compounded by the fact that it 
had no feelings for the Algerian 
conservatives who have so long 
opposed De Gaulle. The French 
army had, ironically, an_ atti- 
tude of sympathy for the op 
pressed and exploited Arab popu- 
lation and a contempt for most 
of the ‘“Colons.’”’ The only tie 
between them was a passionate 
wish to contain Algeria as a 
part of France. Had it been truly 
tied to France by adequate rep- 
resentation and equality of citizen- 
ship, the pressure for independ- 
ence might never have come. 
But France, while insisting - Al- 
geria was a part of France, main- 
tained there the worst aspects of 
colonialism as far as the native 
population was concerned. 

So, all eyes now will focus on 
De Gaulle and the Algerian rebel 
government. If they can stop the 
fighting and reach an agreement 
on independence and administra- 
tion, then all civilization will be 
in their debt. 

The revolt was a great piece 
of luck for De Gaulle. It was 
a necessary therapy. It got rid 
of those in his army who were 
disloyal and Jong had nursed the 
idea they could win all France 
by taking Algeria. Perhaps there 
was a time they could have done 
so, but the time passed. They 
were left far behind by the swift 
passing of events and the change 
of public mood wrought by De 
Gaulle in continental France. 


Confident Lot 


They were a curiously confident 
lot. Some months ago in Paris 
I talked with Jacques Soustelle, 


a leader of De Gaulle’s opposi- |

tion, in his small 


one-time honored officer 


and former friend of De Gaulle | 


spoke then of a victory in per- 
haps six months. He looks and 
talks something like a school mas- 
ter, and he might have been 
giving a quiet lecture in history. 
He, himself, he said, would not 
be the first premier. He thought 
that when De Gaulle was ousted 
—and he seemed not to have the 
slightest doubt he would be—there 
should be an interim appointment 
by the army. Then, when the 
messy affairs had been cleared, 
Soustelle would be named pre- 
mier. His confidence was not 
of the boastful sort. It was born 
of quiet conviction. 

The six months are just now 
ended. Soustelle and the French 
generals who divorced themselves 
from reality are finished. It is a 
dangerous thing to live apart from 
events and to ignore the work- 
ings of change .The most power- 
ful force for change today is 


social reform. It is this which is’ 


at work in Algeria, as it is in 
Africa, Asia and Latin America. 


It is this fact which the Com- 
munists have seen and under- 
stood. They have been quick to 
proclaim themselves the sup- 
porters of such reform wherever 
revolution seeks it. This has been 
our difficulty. We have not been 
able to associate the American 
dream born of our own revolu- 
tion with that of other peoples. 
Yet, this is what we must do— 
and nowhere is that more clearly 
comprehended than by our dele- 
gation to the United Nations and 
by the young President in the 
White House.

GAINESVILLE—Georgia broiler prices slipped to a near all- 
time low of 13 cents a pound Thursday and the downward trend in 
prices is expected to continue at least until mid-summer. 


The U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, in its daily report from 
poultry processors, said broilers 
were selling only a half cent above 
the record low of 12.5 cents a 
pound reported about three years 
ago. : 

The Georgia Poultry Exchange 
Thursday reported a _ seasonal 
low of 13.6 cents a pound, a high 
of 14.1 with prices averaging 13.92 
at exchange auctions here. 


It costs the Georgia poultry 
farmer an average of 15 cents a 
pound to raise a broiler for 


| market. 


Richard Waldrip, genera] mana- 
ger of the exchange, said the dip 
in prices was “‘unusual for this 
time of year.” 


At this time last year, broilers 
were selling for 18 and 19 cents 
a pound, Waldrip said. 


“But now the market is flooded 
and we probably won’t pull out of 
this price decline for three or 
four months,” Waldrip said. 


Hatcheries reported a 20 per 
cent increase in the sale of baby 
chicks several weeks ago, and

WASHINGTON—An astronomical satellite carry- 
ing a telescope was sent into space Thursday to help 
solve the mystery of the origin of cosmic rays. 


The 95-pound scientific satellite 
was launched from Cape Canav- 
eral, Fla., by a four-stage Juno II 
Rocket. Once in orbit, the satellite 
was given the official name of Ex- 
plorer XI by the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration. 


Meanwhile, the space agency 
postponed because of adverse 
weather a rocket shot at its Wal- 
lops Island, Va., station designed 
to test the escape system of the 
Mercury Man-in-space capsule 
under the most severe stress con- 
ditions. 

THIRD TIME 


It was the third postponement 
of the preliminary test to a man- 
in-space flight, and the space 
agency hoped the test with a “‘Lit-

tle Joe’’ rocket might be con- 
ducted within the next few days. | 


For the moment, however, the | 
space agency said the postpone- | 
ment would have no effect on its | 
plans to conduct its first man-in- | 
space flight within the next sev- | 
eral days. The flight, in which a| 
Mercury astronaut will be hurled 
about 115 miles high and 290 miles 
down range from Cape Canaveral 
by a Redstone missile, is sched- 
uled for Tuesday. 


The principal mission of Explor- 
er XI will be to detect high-energy 
gamma rays as they race through 
space with nearly the speed of 
light and determine the direction 
from which they came. 


COSMIC COMPONENT 


Gamma Rays—a form of elec- 
tromagnetic radiation, as is visible 
light, ultra-violet radiation and X- 
rays—are believed to be a compo- 
nent of cosmic rays. Thus far, 
however, the cosmic gamma rays 
have gone undetected because 
they tend to become lost in the 
earth’s upper atmosphere. 


Gamma rays are of particular 
interest because, unlike other elec- 
trically charged particles making 
up cosmic rays, they are not de- 
flected by magnetic fields in 
space. Therefore, if the satellite 
can determine the direction from 
which the gamma rays came, 
scientists will be able to draw a 
line back to the probable sources 
of the cosmic rays in the universe. 
GENERATED BY SUN 

Some cosmic rays, which con- 
sist of protons, the positively 
charged nucleus of the hydrogen 
atom, are generated by the Sun. 
Cosmic rays, however, come at 
the Earth from all directions, 
and it remains unclear where 
they are being generated and ac- 
celerated within our own and 
perhaps neighboring galaxies. 


After many balloon flights de- 
signed to measure cosmic gamma 
rays, scientists have concluded 
that the only way to solve the 
problem was to get their instru-

Mounted inside the satellite, re- 
sembling an oldtime street lamp 
in shape, is a specially designed 
gamma ray telescope, The heart 
of the telescope is a sandwich of

WASHINGTON ‘(UPI)—A Senate 
banking subcommittee recom- 
mended more than President Ken- 
nedy asked for Thursday in ap- 
proving a sweeping $4.8 billion 
catch-all housing program. 


The bill, as approved by the 
subcommittee, would give the 
President standby authority to 
raise the program to $5.5 billion. 
The administration had proposed 
a four-year $4.5 billion plan. 


Among the items in the omnibus 
bill, one of the most generous 
ever cleared by a congressional 
group, were provisions for slum 
clearance, public housing, college 
dormitories, urban renewal and 
new stimulants for private home 
construction. 


One of the largest items in the 
bill was $2.5 billion for urban 
renewal projects.

President Kennedy yesterday lectured 
American newspapers on their responsi- 
bilities for national security, suggesting a 
type of self-censorship which not only 
considers whether a story is news but also 
whether printing it is in the national in- 
terest. 

The President thus touched upon a 
fundamental issue of the cold war and its 
relationship with fundamental rights of 
citizens in the type of society we are try- 
ing to save. He acknowledged the exist- 
ence of undeclared war and in effect 
asked the press to exercise self discipline 
to prevent unauthorized disclosures to the 
enemy. 

This is the first occasion in peace-time 
history that a President of this country 
has gone to such extraordinary lengths 
to urge self-restraint upon freedom of 
the press. He has raised a debate that will 
rage long and loudly. Lacking means of 
enforcement other than voluntary com- 
pliance, his request calls for a close ex- 
amination and a much closer liaison be- 
tween the administration and all segments 
of the press about what he means. 


There is no doubt that some segments 
of the press have been irresponsible in 
disclosing information of value to our ene- 
mies. At the same time, these disclosures 
must be weighed against the instances of 
needless security classifications to cover 
up official mistakes. The glare of pub- 
licity on our shortcomings, as Mr. Ken- 
nedy demonstrated full well in the recent 
presidential campaign, provides the means 
of correcting them. 

The President pointed to a need for far 
greater public information on the nation’s 
peril and the battle for survival of free- 
dom. At the same time he cited the need 
for “far greater official secrecy.’ He ad- 
mitted these are contradictory in tone and 
that is where much clearer understanding 
must be reached between the administra- 
tion and the press. 

Newspapers will accept the President’s 
challenge to do a better job. He indicated 
he has no intention to suppress informa- 
tion to cover official mistakes. Self-cen- 
. sorship can never be extended to deceive 
the American people without abdication 
of responsibility by a free press. 

This whole matter brought up by the 
President needs a complete and thorough 
exploration by government and all news 
media. Responsibility of both is to the 
American people.

Gov. Vandiver displayed pardonable 
pride in discussing the accomplishments of 
his administration in a talk to visiting in- 
vestment executives Wednesday night. 

But he didn’t tell all. 

He said the state has begun “to dis- 
charge a long-neglected duty to. .. the 
taxpayers by investing state funds for in- 
terest as time deposits.’’ He mentioned that 
the Highway department is earning money 
this way but neglected to mention that 
much state money is still not being al- 
lowed to draw as much interest as it 
should. 

He said that $17,500,000 is going to be 
spent for buildings for the state’s mental 
health program. He didn’t mention the de- 
Pplorable lack of money for psychiatrists, 
nurses and aides to work in those build- 
ings. 

He talked of “a fresh flow of money 
to protect and make more productive the 
rich yields of our farmlands.” He didn’t 
talk of the discrepancy between money 
spent for agriculture and that spent for 
industrial progress. 

And he added what he called ‘“‘a most 
significant postscript’: no new taxes. He 
did not, of course, say that his adminis- 
tration has made it a certainty that the 
next governor will have to raise taxes or 
curtail existing services. 

The fact is, the state of our state and 
the record of the Vandiver administration 
are both mixed. There is much to applaud 
and there is much to correct. 

All of us need to remember that, if 
progress is going to be made. Georgia was 
called an unfinished state a long time ago. 
It still is. 

Whatever aid the state needs from out- 
side interests—such as those represented 
by the group the governor spoke to 
Wednesday night-——-can better be solicited 
by correcting the faults that still exist 
than by admiring the advances of the re- 
cent past.

“This means we are the first 
line of defense, strategically, for 
the union between the two conti- 
nents, an oasis of stability in a 
very troubled political area, the 
the only new nation in the last 
couple of years that has acted 
against neutrality and is willing 
to cooperate in hemispheric de- 
fense.”’ 

The premier then asked this 
question: ‘‘What sort of new na- 
tion is this?’’ What follows is the 
substance of his answers: 

1. The members of the federa- 
tion understand democracy and 


‘the two-party system, and what 


these mean. They have a “deep 
tradition for the observances of 
the rule of law which permeates 
all aspects’’ of life. 

2. “All we ask is help to main- 
tain our economic progress to the 
point where we can have a self- 
sustaining econamy so that sta- 
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bility can be maintained by eco- 
nomic strength. We make the 
maximum effort to develop our- 
selves out of our own resources. 
We do not come asking for gifts. 
We are prepared to depend on 
loans. We do not ask for money 
to defend ourselves from Com- 
munist forces in the West Indies— 
we can take care of them—or to 
build our forces to stem revolu- 
tions. All we want are sound busi- 
ness deals, and we will guaran- 
lee payment 100 per cent.”’ 


3. The federation members 
“meet all tests of political stabil- 
ity."’ For example its people, be- 
ing in colonial status, were not 
consulted when Prime Minister 
Churchill and President Roosevelt 
negotiated the wartime trade of 
U.S. rights for 99 years to install 
military . bases on West Indies 
land ‘for ‘‘a few U.S. destroyers of 
1890 vintage.”’ 


But ‘‘the West Indies displayed 
its own maturity’’ when, with in- 
dependence, it offered to ‘‘de- 
clare that neutrality ‘in the cold 
war) has no meaning for us’’ in 
exchange for agreement by the 
United States to reconsider its 
need for the military installations, 
to negotiate the matter as between 
equals and to agree ‘‘we were not 
bound by treaties which we had 
not been a party to the making 
thereof.’

Longfellow’s Letter to a Girl 
In Georgia Is Doubly Treasured 


Henry Wadsworth Longfellow’s favor for a little Georgia girl has finally gone 
home to rest. Just this week the curator of the great, graybearded poet’s museum- 
home in Cambridge, Mass., wrote Georgia’s Rachel Paris thanking her for copies 


of the correspondence between her mother and Longfellow 79 years ago. Maybe you remember the 
story. Back in 1882 there was a little girl in Sandersville, Ga., named Pauline Hermann. She and her 
schoolmates were told to write compositions about the author of ‘‘Hiawatha’ and ‘‘Evangeline.”’ 


Being both imaginative and 
energetic, little Pauline decided - 
to illustrate her paper with a 
picture of the poet and she dis- 
patched a note to. him asking 


him for his photograph. 


She realized that a certain 
amount of effrontery was im- 
plicit in this request and she 

. shyly begged the poet to help 
her so her classmates wouldn't 


laugh at her 


Longfellow, true to his title 


as the children’s poet, sent her 
the picture with a note which 
read, “You shall not be laughed 
at.”’ 

Some years later when she was 
a young lady attending Boston 
Conservatory and Longfellow 
had been dead for some time, 
Miss Hermann was taken by 
a friend to meet his daughter, 


Miss Alice Longfellow, and visit 
the home. She was touring the 
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‘Let’s Go Home, It Looks Too Sharp’ 


house when she saw a copy of 
the same picture she owned and 
she cried out, ‘‘There’s my

picture! 


Miss Alice explained that it 
was the poet’s last photograph, 
taken long after his family had 
given up hope of getting him to 


pose for one. She said _ her 


father had consented to being 
photographed because of a re- 
quest ‘from a little girl in 
Georgia.” 


“I’m that little girl.’’ Miss 
Hermann said. And from then 
on as long as they both lived 
she and Miss Alice Longfellow 


were devoted friends. 


Pauline Hermann’s daughter, 


Rachel Paris, who lives at 81 


Peachtree Pl., NE, inherited 
the picture and the correspond- 
ence. Just recently she re- 
ceived a request from the cur- 
ator of the Longfellow archives 
in Cambridge for photostatic 
copies and she promptly com- 


plied. 


The other day the curator, 
Thomas H. DeValcourt, wrote 
to thank her. Longfellow was 
ill and ‘no longer regularly

son his letter to her mother 
was to be ‘‘doubly treasured,” 
he wrote. It was “‘‘tangible 
evidence” that he could not 
allow a little girl to be ridi- 
culed and will serve as “‘latter- 
day evidence of the warm feel- 
ing existing at Longfellow house 
for Pauline Hermann's daugh- 
ter.’ The letter ended with a 
cordial invitation to Miss Paris 
to visit in Cambridge ‘“‘if good 
chance should bring you to 
Boston."

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Labor Tells 
Its Plan for 
Recovery

DETROIT—Walter P. Reuther 
proposed Thursday that the Amer- 
ican labor movement launch a 
drive for a flexible wage and hour 
law providing for reduced hours 
in periods of serious unemploy- 
ment. In the keystone address at 
a special collective bargaining 


convention of the United Automo- 
bile Workers, Reuther suggested 
a 1 per cent levy on corporation 
payrolls to build up a national 
work week adjustment fund. This 
would be used, he said, to com- 
pensate workers for a full 40 hours 
when they were working reduced 
hours. 


Reuther, the president of the 
1,200,000-member union, noted that 
President John F. Kennedy had 
expressed his opposition to a 
shorter work week because there 
were so many unfilled needs in 
the nation. But, the UAW leader 
asked, ‘‘What about the 5,600,000 
unemployed workers who would 
like to work 40 hours but aren’t 
given one hour’s work a week?” 


Reuther praised Kennedy’s ef- 
forts to alleviate the hardships of 
unemployment but said the admin- 
istration’s program did not go 
far enough. 


The 3,000 delegates later 
adopted, virtually unanimously, a 
resolution supporting Reuther’s 
flexible work-week proposal. This 
resolution called for amendment 
of the Fair Labor Standards Act 
to provide for automatic adjust- 
ment of the standard work week 
based upon the level of unempioy- 
ment. 


When unemployment is less 
than a specific percentage (2 to 
24% per cent) of the labor force, 
it said, the standard work week 
would remain at 40 hours. If un- 
employment should rise above 
that percentage for a_ specified 
period, the work week would be 
automatically reduced, possibily 
to 38 or 36 hours. 


In outlining a broad and flex- 
ible set of bargaining objectives 
for this summer’s auto negotia- 
tions, Reuther emphasized that 
achieving and maintaining full 
employment and full production 
were the main problems facing the 
union now.

report that colleges and universities are 
screening more carefully their students in edu- 
cation. 


Atlanta principals say they have noticed a 
“big” difference in the quality of apprentice 
teachers serving in their schools under a su- 
pervising teacher. 


Miss Florence Willoughby, principal at E. 
Rivers School, says she has even noticed a 
difference in the apprentice teachers during 
the past two years. 

SUPPLY AND DEMAND 

A 1961 teacher supply and demand study of 
the division of certification of the State De- 
partment of Education reveals that more 
teachers are being prepared for high schools 
than elementary schools. The supply of ele- 
mentary teachers is far below the demand in 
Georgia schools 

Eighteen white colleges of the State of 
Georgia are preparing 1,373 teachers, accord- 
ing to the report. Of the 848 high school teach- 
ers being prepared by these institutions, 160 
are in the field of English, 119 in physical edu- 
cation and 132 in the social studies field. 


In the field of science, 28 are being pre- 
pared for general science, six for biology, 
seven for chemistry and not a single person is 
being prepared to teach physics. 

SCIENCE PROFS FEW 
The supply of teachers in the fields of for- 


cign language, mathematics, and science falls 
far short of the need. 


Despite the great demand in the state for 
teachers in the middle grades, only four in the 
18 colleges are preparing in this field of edu- 
cation.

versity of Georgia presently serving her ap- 
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PREFERS TEENS 


‘Il like to teach factual subject matter. In 
the upper grades (fifth through seventh) chil- 
dren understand these specific things like 
arithmetic and you can deal with them easier. 
I don’t know why so many people prefer the 
primary grades.’ 


Miss Patterson is working for three months 
under the supervision of Mrs. Frances Hinson, 
who has been trained and certified to assist 
the provisional teacher and guide her in the 
ethics of the profession. 


MORE VERSATILE 
‘| believe the elementary teacher has to be 


more versatile than the high school teacher,’’ 
said Mrs. Hinson. ‘“‘He or she must not only 


be able to impart knowledge of the various 
subjects, but be able to teach singing, art, 
physical education. 


One of the most enthusiastic recrulters for 
more teachers, Mrs. Hinson says her ap- 
prentice teachers have all married a year or 
two after graduating from college. 


‘Teachers leave to marry, but when they re- 
turn to the profession, they are better teach- 


ers because they have children of their own,” 


Miss Willoughby said. 


The children in schools where these future 
teachers practice are generally satisfied with 
them. They like to talk about their “young 
and pretty’ teacher. 


Bob Levy, 10, says they're pretty ‘‘and some 
of them are mean,”’ but he likes them just the 
same. 


Parents sometimes have offered school offi- 
cials criticism on practice teachers because 
they feel their child’s regujar teacher is supe- 
rior But educators in turn say these young 
teachers are bringing new and young ideas 
with them into the classroom.

present danger,’ the courts have 


held that even the _ privileged 
rights of the First Amendment 
must yield to the public’s need 
for national security. 


Today no war has been de- 
clared—and however fierce the 
struggle, it may never be de 
clared in traditional fashion. Our 
way of life is under attack. Those 
who make themselves our enemy 
are advancing around the globe. 
The survival of our friends is in 
danger. And yet no war has been 
declared, no borders have been 
crossed, no missiles have been 
fired. 


If the press is awaiting a dec- 
laration of war before it imposes 
the self-discipline of combat con- 
ditions, then I can only say that 
no war ever posed a_ greater 
threat to our security. If you are 
awaiting a finding of ‘‘clear and 
present danger,”’ then I can only 
say that the danger has never 
been more clear and its presence 
has never been more imminent. 


Requires a Change 

It requires a change in out- 
look, a change in tactics, a 
change in missions—by the gov- 
ernment, by the people, by every 
businessman, union leader and 
newspaper. For we are opposed 
around the world by a monolithic 
and ruthless conspiracy that re- 
lies primarily on covert means 
of expanding its sphere of influ-

'conscripted vast human and ma-

Its preparations are concealed, 
not published. Its mistakes are 
buried, not headlined. Its dissent- 
ers are silenced, not lionized. No 
expenditure is questioned, no ru- 
is printed, no secret is re- 
vealed. It conducts the cold war, 
in short, with a war-time disci- 
pline no democracy would ever 
hope or wish to match. 


Nevertheless, every democracy 
recognizes the necessary. re-

For the facts of the matter are 
that this nations’ foes have open-

all been pin-pointed in the press 
and other news media to a de- 
gree sufficient to satisfy any for- 
eign power; and that, in at least 
one case, the publication of de- 
tails concerning a secret mecha- 
nism in our possession, whereby 
satellites were followed, required 
its alteration at the expense of 
considerable time and money. 


The newspapers which printed 
these stories were loyal, patri- 
otic and well-meaning.

For from 
that scrutiny comes understand- 
ing; and from that understanding 
comes support. I am not asking 
your newspapers to support me at 
all times on the editorial page— 
this is not Utopia yet. But I am 
asking your help in the tremen- 
dous task of informing and alert- 
ing the American people. For I 
have complete confidence in the 
response and dedication of our 
citizens whenever they are fully 
informed. (

None Can Succeed 


Without debate, without criti- 
cism, no administration can suc- 
ceed—and no republic can sur- 
vive. That is why the Athenian 
lawmaker Solon decreed it a 
crime for the citizen to shrink 
from controversy. And that is why 
our press was protected by the 
First Amendment—the only busi- 
ness in America specifically pro- 
tected by the Constitution—not 
primarily to amuse and entertain, 
not to emphasize the trivial and 
the sentimental, not simply to 
‘‘give the public what it wants’’— 
but to inform, to. arouse, to re- 
flect, to state our dangers and 
our opportunities, to indicate our 
crises and our choices, to lead, 
mold, educate and sometimes 
even anger public opinion. 


This means greater coverage 
and analysis of international news 
—for it is no longer far away and 
foreign but close at hand and lo- 
cal. It means greater attention 
to improved understanding of the 
news as well as improved trans- 
mission. And it means, finally, 
that government at all levels, 
must meet its obligation to pro- 
vide you with the fullest possible 


meet that obligation to a degree 
never before approached by any 
nation in the world. 


Remember Bacon 


It was early in the 17th Century 
that Francis Bacon remarked on 
three recent inventions already 
transforming the world: the com- 
pass, gunpowder and the printing 
press. Now the links between na- 
tions first forged by the compass 
have made us all citizens of one 
world, the hopes and threats of 
one becoming the hopes and 
threats of all. In that one world’s 
efforts to live together, the evolu- 
tion of gunpowder to its ultimate 
limit has warned mankind of the 
terrible consequences of failure. 
And so it is to the printing press 
—to the recorder of man’s deeds, 
and keeper of his conscience, the 
courier of his news—that we look 
for strength and assistance, con- 
fident that with your help man 
will always be what he was born 
to be: free and independent.
